READ TO BRANDT MY PRESENCE. "METTENHEIM, WHO BRANDT AND KLEIN 
FEEL IS NOT ON THE INSIDE, REPORTED THAT SEPARATE DISCUSSION 
OF BERLIN PROBLEM DID NOT MEAN ISOLATION OF BERLIN FROM REST 
OF WESTERN PACKAGE AND THAT WESTERN FALLBACK POSITIONS NOT 
YET CLARIFIED. NEVERTHELESS WORKING GROUP HAD DISCUSSED CERTAIN 
POSSIBILITIES WHICH HOWEVER HAD NOT YET BEEN APPROVED BY FONMINS.;

IN LIGHT OF SECRETARY«S REQUEST BRANDT PROMISED GIVE MATTER 
FURTHER THOUGHT AND TRY PROVIDE MORE DETAILED REACTIONS 
EARLY NEXT WEEK. HE MADE IT PLAIN, HOWEVER, THAT IT IS 
DIFFICULT FOR HIM MAKE COMMENTS THAT HE FEELS ARE REALLY 
PERTINENT ON BASIS INFORMATION NOW AVAILABLE TO HIM.
